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Applicant's arguments with respect to Qin et al. (US 6,41 1 ,865) have been considered fully but they are not persuasive. Applicant's argue 
that Qin does not disclose or suggest "communicating electrical parameters over a data network to a microprocessor" as recited in the 
amended claims 1,12, and 13. The Examiner disagrees with this assessment. However, Qin discloses the zone protective functions is 
based at least in part upon electrical parameters (col. 2, II. 14-32 and col. 3, II. 15-18 and II. 57-67), and said electrical parameters being 
communicated over a data network to a microprocessor (col. 7, II. 56-66). Further, the Examiner is like to point out to the Applicant's that 
the bay units (Fig. 1, 22-28) acquire current and digital input information. The bay units send the information to a central unit (Fig. 1, 20), 
which processes the information, and the makes, the protection zone selection. Therefore, these information being processed is 
communicated over a data acquisition unit associated with a particular edge in the graph matrix representation of a bus arrangement. 
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
